Hig vic- 
tories over Jack Burke, Dom McCaffrey, Jake 
Kilrain and his draw with Peter Jackson 
stamp him as the strongest man by far tbat 
has yet faced the champion. 

To-night’s Qattle is a fitting climax to the 
greatest series of prize-fights that ever have 
or probably ever will be recordea 
in prize-ring history. Pugilistic annals 
record no fight which has taken 
such a hold on the _ ~pubiic§ interest 
as to-night’s contest. All previous encoun- 
ters, even back tothe Heenan-Sayers con- 
test, fallinto insignificance beside this great 
contest between. the two greatest exponents 
ofthe manly art.

Lack of confidence whipped Myer, Monday 
over-confidence in an over-rated 
ability was the cause of Jack Skelly’s drub- 
bing last evening: willto-night’s contest bea 
pape ton of either event for Mr. James Cor- 
ett? 

Corhett’s admirers think he has quickness, 
skill and science to aia him in defending 
himself from thechamplion. They think Sul- 
livan has trained too hard,that getting down 
from 245 to 210 pounds where most of it came 
off the region of the abdomen is bound 
to result in the loss ofr strength. 
Another deteriorating factoristhat sullivan 
will be seconded by weak men. Chariey John- 
son, his backer, and Phil Casey, his trainer 
have never stood behinda man in a great 
battle in theirlives. But Sullivan fights his 
own battle and pays no attention to his 
seconds. 

The Corbett man’s great argument is Jim’s 
record, particularly his fight with Jackson. 
They say Sullivan was afraid of the_ nigger, 
but Corbett stoed him off for seventy rounds, 
and would have finished him only for his 
hands givingaway. Corbett has bestec Kil- 
rain and McCaffrey, both of whom have 
on sullivan the hardest tussles of his 
life. 

Corbett has many fine points; principal 
among them are his quickness, his rapidity 
in striking, his inimitable tactics and as cool 
a head and quick a pair of hands as any man 
inthe world. His blows have tremendous 
driving force, he is plucky, resolute, con- 
fideut, self - reliant and proud. 
With his shiftiness and knowledge 
of ring tacti¢s he ought to make a good show- 
ing ifhecan keepa stiff upper lip under the 
champion’s blows. 

As to Sullivan’s admirers, they have 
stopped thinking about their ideal’s different 
qualities, they simply Know he has 
enough and plenty of them to lick 
any man in the world. Nobody 
thinks so with more intensity than John L. 
Sulifvan himself. 


thought, how quick can I finish him? There ts 
notanother man inthe world to-day who 
demeans himself like Sullivan. He begins 
to fight from the Start and 
keeps on fighting until his purpose 
isaccompiished. He is reientiess, tireless, 
overpowering as the relentless sweep ofa 
torrent, that sweeps on, regardless of bar- 
riers, overcoming alrobstacles till its destiny 
is attained.

SULLIVAN AND CORBETT SURE OF SUCCESS— 
OPINIONS AT THE CRESCENT CITY, 


NEw ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—The closing day of 
this festivalof bruises has Opened bright, 
clearand reasonably cool. In shady spots 
at 8:30 o’clock. this morning mercury marked 
86 and a fraction, and a brisk breeze 
carried away to the northwest the black 
volumes of smoke that rolled from the tall 
chimneys of sugar houses on the river 
front. A stiff! breeze it is, too, so 
strong as to carry Over thecity almost hori- 
zontally the sable streamers cf soot from the 
big smokestacks.

The long Californian is well-nigh chipper in 
his assurance of success to-night. Whether 
this is the Outcome of overwhelming conceit, 
or whether it is a conviction based upon solid 
judgment of his own wers, the Corbett 
talent say, makes no @difference. The fact is, 
they add, that thelr man expects to win, 
and thatis a large fraction of tne battle ip 
his favor. : 

Outside the camps of the gladiators the tid- 
ings of these conditions are received, and va- 
rious constructions are made, each tending 
to the prejudice ofthe hearer. Those who 
scarcely expect Corbett. to overcome the 
prestige of Sullivan’s championship, but 
who, at the same time, hope that he may be 
able to do so—these say that when Sullivan 
finally sees before him @ powerful and shifty 
adversary who has in his eyes the expression 
of absolute confidence, there is notelling 
what may be the result on Sulli- 
‘van. If Sullivan, in addition begins early 
in the ame to feel the hurt of heavy 
blows, itis held by somethat there may be 
a weakening that will astonish all. On the 
other hand it is urged that exhibition of con- 
fidence by Corbett will not phase Sullivan’s 
nerve an atom, for it is held that he has none 
of those-nerves which !n ordinary men are 
susceptible to stage fright. And as to his 
becoming terrorized by unexpected power 
and science—well, the Sullivan men simply 
laugh outright, They say there is no way to 
break his heart except by cutting it intwo 
with a knife. 

And so the day opens and proceeds towards 
the hour when demonstrations shall take the 
place of speculation. .

SULLIVAN SAID TO WEIGH 218 POUNDS—HIS CON 
DITION, 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—Now that the com- 
‘bination of the three Jacks 1s broken the 
question among the sports is, ‘‘Will the 
champion win?’’ McAulfffe and Dixon in 
their respective classes Dave proven con- 
clusively that they are worthy bearers of the 
titles they hold, and now the thing the lovers 
of pugilism want to see settled is whether 
John L,. Sullivan, so long the champion of 


champions, will be able to retain his honors 
or if they shall pass to younger shoulders. It 
is but truth to say that a large majority ofthe 
men assembled on the streets of this city and 
there are thousands of them, all talking of 
the big event to-night, believe thatthe man 
from Boston will not only defeat the ambi- 
tious Californian, Dut beat him in a few 
rounds, anywhere from fourtoeight. They 
areso confident of thisresult that they are 
betting that the big fellow will win inside of 
ten rounds and laying even money on it. The 
Corbett people are taking such offers with a 
good deal of avidity, but in smali amounts 
only. Corbett’s friends seem to have only 
small amounts to bet either on 
rounds or on the grand result, and especially 
the latter. Afew bets of a hundred ortwo 
have been laid this morning at the St. Charles 
Hotel with Sullivan the favorite on the re- 
sultat 2 to 1, Duta wager that runs into the 
thousands has yet to be recorded. The same 
bettors on Sully to win in ten rounds gener- 
ally concede that he must do Corbett up 
within a short period or he never will. 
The champion is in good form, 
no doubt; that is, for a man who 
has led his style of life for years; 
but he is in his 35th year and he was very fat 
when he startedin to tral He still has 
more flesh in the lowerpa hfs stomach 
than is necessary and weighs to-day about 
218 pounds. Thisis not official as his hand- 
lers refuse to allow anybody excepting them- 
selves to see him weighed, puta United Press 
reporter learned it from a source that is good 
enough to beton.

SULLIVAN’S FINAL PREPARATIONS, 


JOHNSON AND M’AULIFFE TO SECOND HIM— 
ANOTHER STORY ABOUT HIS WEIGHT. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 7.—Rumor had it 
before noon,that Sullivan was astir between 5 
and 6 o’clock this morning,and that with Phil 
Casey he went fora tramp through the city 
streets betore the easy-going Southerners 
were about. Phil Casey,however, says this 
was not the case, and Phil Casey is a man to 
be believed. The champion slept thoroughly 
through the night before his battle, and ata 
comfortable hour this morning breakfasted 
in his room upon a steak whiclt was in keep- 
ing with the man’s size. During the morning 
the question as to who shall second 


Sullivan to-night wassettled. Charley John- 
son, who has more influence over Sullivan 
than any other man in pugilism, and who is 
also one of his backers, will be one of these 
seconds and Champion Light-weight Mc- 
Auliffe will be the other one. At 10 o’clock 
Sullivan and Casey went around to the gym- 
nastic club for the final ex- 
ercise. The new punching bag, which 
replaces the one which Sullivan yesterday 
literally knocked the stuffing out of, was 
whanged forawhile. The rope was skipped 
several hundred times, the leather ball was 
passed and then came the plunge bath. Sul- 
livan’s little nephew, Johnnie Lannon, a lad 
10 years, of siight build, had gone 
to have a bath. When 
big uncle was_ sporting about 
in the pool the little fellow appeared in 
trunks atthe side of the plunge. He hes!i- 
tated to goin, and Sullivan walked to the 
side of the marble tank, and leaning his 
greatarm on the edge vrinned and then 
plunged as the little one paddled his feet in 
the water. ‘*‘Comein, kKid,’’*Suliivan said. 
But the lad sprang back. 

**Come here,’’ said the fighter, as he un- 
folded his hugearms and waded along to- 
toward the boy, who retreated. 

**Come here, I tell you. [| 
you,’’ commanded the fighter, still grinning 
amusedly, and the boy came to him, as much 
through dread as confidence. The great giant

People who paid big money to see the fight 
were not disappointed. Dixon’s exhibition 
of two-handed fighting was unparallelea and 
enough to satisfy them. His ring tactics 
were superb, the rapidity and force of his 
blows wonderful. 

Dixon was the first to enter the ring last 
night. Ready cheers greeted his entrante 
and assured him of fair treatment. Skelly 
was given an ovation when he appeareda 
moment later. Tom O’Rourke, Jas. Dough- 
erty, J. J. Kelly and Jack Havilin were behind 
Dixon. Jack McAuliffe, Jimmy Carroll and 
Joe Choynski were in Skelly’s corner. 

The men weighed some hours previous to 
the fight, Skelly being 116% potnds, Dixon at 
just 118. Skelly and Dixon shook hands cor- 
dially on entering the ring, and Referee 
Duffy gave them instructions, while Police 
Captain Barrett weighed the mitts. Back. 
heel{ng and the pivot blow were 
barred. An exchange of courtesies folfowed, 
Choynski attending to the lacing of Dixon’s 
mittens, while Tommy O’Rourke dida like 
service for Skelly. More good natured pre- 
liminaries were never witnessed. Smiles 
and bandshakes were general when the bat- 
tle be gan. 


THE FIGHT. 

Round 1. Cautious sparing. Skelly looks an 
inch taller than his adversary. h men 
lead for the head and come toa clinch, Skelly 
wanting to be theaggressor. Pretty sparring 
was indulged in and the Brooklyn boy backed 
away from a vicious left-hander, landeda 
heavy right-hander on his opponent’s neck, 
and followed it up close. Dixon was cautious 
and put a straight left on his opponent’s head 
without return. Dixon was forced to his 
corner, where he clifiched to avoid punish. 
ment. Asthe gong souuded both men 
without damage to either, and they were sent 
from a ciinch to thelr seat. ; 

Round 2, The men boxed cautiously for an 
opening, Skelly still theaggressor. Dixon 
attempted to land right and left, and missing 
received a punch tn the s! omach witha right, 
The colored boy landec a good left-hand 
swing on his opponent's breast, but received 
a stinging righton the ear. A moment later 
Dixon wasthe aggressor, and he landed two 
heavy lefts on the face; his opponent clinched 
him and delivered a heavy punch on the col- 
ored boy’s heart. The fighting was fast and 
furious, and Dixon appeared to be getting 
the better of the exchanges. Ag the 4 
went to their corners Skelly did not! so 
well. 

Round 3. Skelly was the aggressor and, 
stepping in, received a heavy left which 
floored him. Dixon now forced matters, and 
proving too strong for his opponent, likewise 
too clever, the latter slipped away. Both 
men landed heavy rights and Dixon was 
turned around from the force of his shoulder. 
Dixon landed a heavy right on the jaw 
which nearly sent his opponent down.

NEW ORLEANS, fept. 7.—The Dixon- 
Skelly fight last night was a 
good deal of asurpriseto even Dxron’s ad- 
mirers. They knew that George would win, 
of course, but that he should have had such 
a picnic astonished them, Skelly, the clever 
amateur, flew too high when 
George Dixon in his first professional fight.

My DEAR Str—Not being able for reasons which I 
have explained to you to deliver public speeches in 
tne present campaign, | take the liberty of submit- 
ting my views on the issues which I regard as being 
strongest for Republicans to urge before the people. 

1. The issue of the greatest consequence is the 
tariff on imports, and it will continue to be untila 
settlement is effected by a majority so large that it 
willbe tantamount to general acquiescence. The 
Republieans are aggressive on this subject. ‘Iwo 
years ago they passed a general enactment known as 
the Mchinley tariff, which for atime failed to meet 
with popular approval and was tegarded with a-cer- 
tain dexree of istrust by those who 
had alwaya upheld the protective system 
Buta powerful reaction has come in consequence of 
the vin ication of the McKinley tariff by experience. 
Itisfoundio have worked admirably, and within 
the last year has produced eres volume of busi- 
ness, internal and external, export and import, than 
the United States ever transacted befors.

PEST PRISONS. 


Passengers on Plague Ships Pray 
for Deliverance. 


Cholera Germs May Still Lurk on the 
Rugia and Normannia. 


PLANS FOR TRANSFERRING THE PEO- 
PLE FROM THE STEAMERS. 


How the Dead Are Cremated on Swin- 
burne Island—Dr. Hamualton f£ays the 
Cholera Can Be Kept Out of New 
York—Obstacles in Dr. Jenkins’ Path 
of Duty—Suspicious Case in Bismarck 
N. D.—Plague Spots. 


New York, Sept. 7.—To-day is brighter, 
frostier and every way more Oracing than 
any day since the first cholera ship made this 
port and this evidence that the weather on 
this side is combating the invading scourge 
has sent New York’s spirit up. Though it is 
reported thata few more cases of sickness 
have been discovered at Quarantine the main 
question, outside of actual combat with the 
grim enemy troubling the health authorities 
to-day seems to be the disposition to be made 
of the Normannia’s many saloon passengers 
in whose favor the tide of popular sympathy 
now appears to beturning. They have peti- 
tioned the people of New York to take some 
action which will deliver them § from 
their floating prison and there seems to be 
little doubt but that their prayers wiil be 
answered. The Secretary of the Navy has 
indirectly offered the use of the naval re- 
serve training ship New Hampshire. The 
Government has indirettly tendered the use 
of the proving grounds at Sandy Hook and 
the Hamburg-American Steamship Co. Is 
negotiating for the charter of oneof the 
Sound steamers. It is, therefore, possible 
that the health authorities will soon decide 
upon the fate of the Normannia’s cabin pas- 
sengers, who claim that itisnot just to Keep 
them prisoners on boarda pest ship when it 
is proved that cholera seems to be confined 
to the stokers of the Normannia. 

In this connection it may be added that 
many of the Normannia’s crew have already 
been removed withthe steerage passengers 
to Hoffman Island, but quite a number re- 
main behind in order to work the ship and 
wait on the detained passengers. In all the 
Normannia carries a crew of 616, and cholera 
seems to have obtained quite a grip upon 
them, yet these men have all been taken to 
Hoffman Island and there Dathed and other- 
wise attended to, while their quarters on 
board ship were being fumigated. But to 
those familiar witha ship’s forecastle anda 
with the bilge or dirty water runs or drains 
of a large shipitis not surprising that the 
pestilential Hamburg cholera germs are still 
lurking in her bilge water, and possibly in 
other parts of her hull. Bilge water is about 
the foulest of all drainage. for it sometimes 
stems in the drainage inside a ship urmtilit is 
black asitnk, and smells strong enough to 
makethe toughest sailor feel queer. This 
bilge water is difficult toentirely clean out, 
and it is a hard matter to disinfect the places 
where it lodges. Thisis perhaps the reason 
that cholera still lurks on board of the Nor- 


mannia. 
A BALL ON BOARD. 


It should be repeated that there is notruth 
in the stories of panic among the detained 
passengers in spite of reports to the contrary. 
A reporter from a distance hailed Capt. 
Hebich of the Normannia lIate last night (at 
la. m. infact) and was informed that the 
passengers were all very well and enjoying 
themselves as much as possibile under the 
circumstances. In fact there was a rousing 
‘thop’’ on board the steamer, and the sound 
of merry music was wafted across the bay to 
the silent watchers who patrolled the waters 
in which the nest ships are anchored. 

The number of anxious friends of the de- 
tained passengers who have been hanging 
about the quarantine wharf is increasing 
day by day and the result is that the few 
small hoteis and restaurants In the neighbor- 
hood are Going a roaring business and their 
proprietors bid fair to retire upona compe- 
tency if the siege continues much longer. 
Sandwiches alone, according to an angry 
Westerner, are a ‘‘dollara bit’’ and hard 
to getatthat price. The largearmy of news- 
paper men now skirmishing about Quaran- 
tine for cholera news have taken possession 
early during the scare of nearly all the. avall- 
able rooms to be rented in the interesting 
heighborhood, Consequently there is a con- 
stant going and coming between Staten 
Island and New York of the friends and rela-

tives of the hundreds of passengers now 
exiled upon the cholera ships. Then there 
are the many steamship agents. Merchants 
who have goods on board the steamers, doc- 
tors, messengers, etc., mingling with the 
anxious frienuvs of the imprisoned travelers. 
WAITING FOR WIFE AND BABEs. 

Among these is Mr. Degataus of Monterey, 
Mexico, whois a strikingfigure. For eight 
days he has scanned the harbor from Clift 
Cottage Bluff, keptlong and anxious vigils ou 
the quarantine wharf and paced nervously 
between the two places. On board the Rugia, 
which is still anchored off the hospital 
island is Mr. Degetaus’ family, consisting of 
his wife and two children. They were mak- 
ing atourof the continent when the cholera 
broke out. Mr. Degetaus isa wealthy cotton 
manufacturer of Monterey. Whenhe heard 
thatthe scourge had broken out he cabled 
Mrs. Degetaus to take the first ship back and 
then he hurried on to New York to meet her, 
but he cannot see her, and what seems to 
him to bean interminable delay is wearing 
upon him. Butthis is only one case out of 
many. Thatisaboutthe state of affairs to- 
day. 

The sun is shining brightly, the air is crisp 
and delightful, the upper and lower bays are 
dotted with many busy little tugs, bearing 
doctors, steamship agents, newspaper men 
and others, here and thereand everywhere, 
all on business of some kind or other, some 
seeking cholera cases, others seeking news, 
others still hurrying about in the hope of 
getting even a distant glance at some loved 
one on board, Then there are the police 
boats, the provision boats, the excursion 
boats and countless other pleasure crafts of 
all descriptions, the whole presenting a 
scene which does much tochase away gloomy 
thoughts and increase the chances of driving 
the enemy out, for in this healthy excite- 
ment few people find time to dwell for any 
length of time upon the darker portions of 
the picture, and it is best that it should be 
so, for next to the cholera the 
dread of that disease, the feeling terror 
which seizes upon some people and whi 
apt tocommunicate itseifto the masses, 
the thing most to be apprehended. 
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READY FOR THE SIEGE. 

In New York thereis still not the slightest 
feeling of alarm, though the good work of 
cleaning and disinfecting and preparing for 
the worst§ goes steadily on. New York may 
be said to be ready for the siege, prepared 
forthe battle and determined to leave no 
stone unturned in the efforts now being 
made to hurl back the black invader from 
our coast. Telegraphic or _ telephonic 
communications between all the hos- 
pitals, islands, quarantine stations, 
health commissioners, officers, police 
department andthe Mayor’s office are now 
complete and the Federal, state and city 
authorities have promised Dr. Jenkins, the 
health officer, all ths assistance he may re- 
quire todo battie against the enemy. Sothe 
city may now be saidto be besierved by chol- 
era and defending itself tothe utmost with 
all the appliances known in medical and 
scientific warfare 
the invader before he foot upon our 
shores. In this effort New York is aware that 
she has the sympathy of the entire country,

New York is fighting and which she will fight 
to the last. 
A REPORTER ARRESTED. 

Amon g the matters to be considered by Dr. 
Jenkins to-day are the disposition of the New 
Hampshire, which has been tendered by Sec 
retary Tracy, and the advisability of trans- 
ferring the cabin passengers of the Norman- 
nia to camp on Sandy Hook. 

The methods pursued by 
getting news fromthe pest shins, 
they have violated the quarantine rules, are 
alsoa matter of consideration to-day.

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IMMIGRANTS PERMITTED 
INSPECTION, 


LOAD OF TO 
PASS WITHOU? 
CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Through what appears 
to be the carelessness of some one or all of 
the local health autborities, a train load of 
immigrants from European ports was 
brought to this city by the Wabash Rallroad 
between 11 o’clock and midnight last night, 
and allowed to go their way unmolested with- 
cut fumigation or inspection of any Kind. 
The depot police, as well as the trainmen, all 
expected confidently that inspectors from the 
Chicago Health Department would be on 
hand ready to make the proper investigation 
before the immigrants were landed, and were 
they discovered that the 
allowed togo where they 
pleased without interruption. It would be 
utteriy impossible for the authorities to -lo- 
cate the immigrants who stopped off in Chi- 
cazo, and those bound further west had 
resumed their journey before the officials of 
the Health Department awakened this 
morning. 

Mostof the crowd was direct from Castle 
Garden, having landed there last saturday. 
It was understood that they were not Irom 
cholera infected ports, but they carried no 
papers of any kind giving 
them a clear billof health. For all the train- 
menor depot authorities knew, the imuml- 
grants might have nalled from Hamburg. 

A small portion of the crowd came from 
treal, but it could not be ascertained 
ho w long they lived in Montreal betore Start- 
ing West. About one-third of the whole 
number were booked for Chicago and were 
allowed to leave the station and seek shelter 
as best they could. 
RUINED BY DISINFECTION. 

wont. 7-—The baggage of the 
Scythia’s steerage passengers, which had 
undergone’ disinie ction by superheated 
steam, was overhauled yesterday, and it was 
found that in some cases the process had had 
disastrous results. ‘The steam ruined every- 
thinginthe shape of leather, Shoes were 
shrunken and twisted out of shape and ren- 
dered ashardas iron. Almost every lot of 
baggage was damaged, and.many of the 
women sat down and cried when their trunks 
were opened. One woman and her two chil- 
dren could not get their shoes on and had to 
leave the wharf without any; and a man 
whose disinfected trousers did not reach to 
his shoe tops tiled them down with strings. 

APPREHENDS NO DANGER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 7.—Acting Sec- 
retary Spaulding saidto-day thatthe meas- 
ures instituted to Keep the cholera out of this 
country have proved eminently successful so 
far, and that he saw noreasons tv apprehend 
thatthe dread contagion wiil obtain a foot- 
hold in this country. 

The Secretary of State received a telegram 
this morning from the United States Consul 
at Bremen saying that the health reports 
show thatthereisno choiera in that city. 
He also recetysd the following telegram from 
the United States Consulat Quebec: ‘‘Emi- 
grants from steamsnip Circassian started for 
points in Western States via C.P.R.R., enter- 
ing at Saulte Ste. Marie and Detroit, quar- 
antined for twenty hours,’ 

A copy of this telegram was sent to the 
Treasury Department, and was immediateiy 
referred by telegram to the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Detroit and Sault Ste. Marie. 

IT WAS NOT CHOLERA. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., Sept. 7.—The Health OmM- 
cers of this eity received another fright this 
morning by a report that a case of 
cholera has been discovered in a crowded 
dwelling district. Like the suspicious death 
of the woman in the eastern district, it 
proved to be only an acute attack of cholera 
morbus. Mrs. Mary Asher, 40 yearsold, a 
resident ofan humble dwelling in the reg * ot 
the house,156 Yor street, Was taken violently 
ili iastevening with purging and vomiting. 
Her husband notifieda druggist, who looked 
upon the patient’s symptoms as suspicious 
and notified the police. An ambulance was 
summoned when the true nature of the at- 
tack was discovered.

BISMARCK, N. D., Sept. 7.—It has leaked out 
that what the attending physician, Dr. Por- 
ter, regards as a genuine case of Asiatic chol- 
era has occurredin Bismarck and that the 
patientis not outof danger. The sufferer is 
a prominent citizenand it is understood that 
his symptoms are declared by Dr. Porter,who 
is one of the most eminent physicians of the 
State and formerly in Custer’s command, to 


be precisely like those of Astatic cholera. 
The matter has been kept trom the public to 
prevent alarm and the facts are secured only 
by an accidental revelation, There is some 
fearthatthe disease has been brought here 
by immigrants arriving from over the border 
and in some way the man attacked has been 
exposed without knowlng it. 


A GENUINE CASE 


CHOLERA IN EUROPE, 
NO FEARS OF AN EPIDEMIC In BERLIN—PEST- 
STRICKEN PLACES. 

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—Dr. Guttman, at a meet- 
ing of the Sanitary Commission to-day, an- 
nounced that there was not the slightest 
ground for fear of an epidemic in Berlin, 
Cholerine was steadily diminishing and only 
ten suspicious cases were taken to the hos- 
pital during last night and the forenoon to- 
day. 

The sanitary measures adopted by the Ger- 
man authorities are stopping the importa- 
tion of Russian rags, many thousand bales of 
which are waiting on the frontier, owing to 
the importers declaring thetr inability to ex- 
ecute the required regulations in reyvard to 
tumigation and disinfection. 

The newspapers of this city 
charges against the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Co, in regard to the vessels of its 
fleet reported from New York to have arrived 
atthat port with cases of cholera on board. 
The company refuses to speak about the 
imatter. 

The Jlaniburger Fremdenblatt maintains that 
4.600 persons have died from cholera in Ham- 
burg within the past fortnight. 
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CASES AND DEATHS IN PARTS, 

PARIS, Sept. The Prefect of Police has 
begun to issue daily bulletins giving the nuin 
ber of new cases and deaths. The first bulletin 
was issued this morning and gives the fig: 
ures for Monday and Tuesday. <Accordime to 
these figures elghty-nine new cases of cholera 
and forty-seven deaths occurred on Monday 
In Paris and its suburbs. Yesterday forty- 
one hew cases and twenty-six deaths were 
reported in the city and nine new cases and 
sixteen deaths in the suburbs. 

fhe attention of the government has been 
caliedito the recent arrivals of Jews from Rus- 
sia, mostly passing througn France on their 
way to North and South America, several 
hundred, however, remaining In France. 
stilliarger parties of emigrants from Odessa 
are on thelr wayto France and unless sani- 
tary precautions were taken they might 
become a serious danger to France and West- 
ern Europe owing to thelr filthy habits, 
coupled withthe communities that many of 
them hail from in which cholerais raging. 
The Minister of Interlor has decided that 
Russian Jews landing at Marsellles are to be 
sent to the Frioul Lazaretto, where their 
clothes and their persons must undergo 
washing and disinfection.

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TWELVE DEATIIS IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—In the weekly mortality 
returns the Registrar-General, after giving 
the death rate of London as sixteen per 1,000, 
states that twelve deaths were due to chol- 
era, or choleraic diarrhoa.

It is difficult to believe that a man of Mr. 
Blaine’s experience and ability would sug- 
gest that we should stop all intercourse 
with Europe until the cholera scourge shall 
have passed away, or that there are grown 
men who would indorse such a plan of 
guarding against infection. 

That would be the method of umreasoning 
fear, not of wise discretion. Under exist- 
ing conditions of trade and exchange be- 
tween this country and Europe the conse- 
quences would be most disastrous. Incal- 
culable hardships would be imposed both 
upon ourselves and the people of Europe. 
We, perhaps, could live under sucha rule 
for a considerable period because we have 
the resources to support life, but the effect 
upon our trade and industries, and es- 
pecially upon the already burdened agri- 
culturists, would be ruinous. Utter ruin 
and probably starvation would be results 
to some of the people of Europe. 

A step of this sort should not be taken 
except asa last desperate measure, when 
the scourge is raging so universally that 
There 
certainly no occasion for it now. The care- 


nothing else would save life. is 
ful regulation of commerce under scien- 
tific guidance is amply sufficient to 
protect us fromdanger. The truth is, 
under all circumstances common sense 
should control.

THE fate of Hamburg is.an awful ex- 
ample of the result of municipal misgovern- 
ment. The enormous death rate seems to 
be. directly traceable to the inefficiency 
and mismanagement of the local authori- 
ties, who seem either to have lost their 
heads or are too unintelligent to manage 
the cholera epidemic. Of course much of 
the trouble comes from the filth and dis- 
tress incident to a large and over-crowded 
city, but as the officials were warned in 
time the blame should be rather heavier 
than lighter because of their neglect to 
take proper precautions. We can read in 
the death reports of the German city what 
may be the consequences in America of too 
much ‘‘push’’ and ‘‘pull.’’ If our fate is 
less heavy it will not be because we have no 
city government quite as bad, but because 
our people, fortunately, know how to take 
care of themselves without the aid of gov- 
ernment.

Will Open To-Night. 


MAGNIFICENT DISPLAYS WHICH WILL 
ASTONISH THE PEOPLE. 


America’s Favorits Bandmaster and 100 
Musicians Will Be on Hand for the 
Opening Concert—An Art Gallery of 
Rare Merit-—Novel Exhibit—All Pre- 
vious Expositions Eclipsed. 


To-night the **home folks’? welcome Gil- 
more and his great band. The doors ofthe 
Exposition willswing open at? o’clock and 
the seuson Of festivity and mnsic will begin. 
All is in readiness for the opening except a 
few details in the dressing of the displays and 
that will be fi nished to-day before the doors 
are open. Visitors tothe Exposition may 
expect to see new features everywhere in 
the naves andes art galleries and 
to hear new compositions which have never 
been played inthis city by Gilmore’s band. 
Never before have exhibitors gone to such 
expense in makingtheir displays attractive 
asthey havethisyear. Someof the largest 
firms seem to have vied with each 
other in pugting money into 
their exhibits, and the consequence 
is there are some very substantial and costly 
displays. One firm has built an optical de- 
lusion at great expense with French plate 
mirrors, and the booth of is completely 
and carefully put up as a small 
cottage. A carpet firm has built a 
five-room cottage and the decorators 
were to-day putting the finishing touches on 
the walis, which areto be hung in silk and 
rugs. Each room in the house will be a dis- 
piay of the art of interior decorating, and 
will, no doubt, teach the lesson ft is intended 
to.

For years the Presbyterian Church Southan- 
nually has sent a company of missionaries to 
foreign lands and it has been the custom to

THE COREAN LADY'S CONVERSION, 

The consecration of a party of misstonaries 
would oidinarily attract attention, but the 
presence of the Corean Minister and his wife 
is under such circumstances as make tie af- 
fair of a highly impressive character. ‘his 
lady ‘came to America some years ago a 
heathen; she goes back a Christian. ‘The 
story is extremely interesting. 

Some four years ago the Hon. Ye 
Cha Yun came to Washington torepresent 
the King of Corea with our GOvV- 
ernment. He was accompanied by his wife, 
an accomplished lady. the, with  hbiin, 
learned to use with ease the English lan- 
guage. Some time since these distinguished 
Urientalsljost thelr only child. ‘ihis sorrow 
weighed upon the iady heavily that it 
seemed desirable that she return to her na- 
tive land. When Ye Cha Yun learned that 
the young Presbyterian missionaries were 
soon to leave for Corea, he obtained an in- 
terview with one of the party and 
made an arrangement by which = she 
might accompany the party. Mean- 
while she had been making a study of Chris- 
tianity, anv with such application as to be- 
come a Christian herself and she made a 
public profession and united with the Pres- 
byterian Church at Washington, Her return 
to Corea then took on an enlarged scope, 
From a question of mere Tresioration to 
health it broadened to a question of her 
using her positionto extend Christianity in 
her native land, Shereturns, therefore, in 
company with these young ambassadors 
of the gospel, to afford them her aid, and to 
throw her consecrated influence in behalf of 
a religion which she once despised. 

in discussing this remarkabie circum- 
stance, this forenoon, the Kev. Dr. Brank 
called attention to the following from The 
Missionary, as appearing to. him to put the 
case very beautirully and appropriately: 

The most gratifying announcement that Mrs. Ye 
has pubiiciy professed Oluristianity aad united with 
the Presbyterian Church in Washington. This 
must bea matter of much thankfuiness toall who 
are interested in the **Hermit NatiOn.’’ We can 
scarcely estimate the influence that may be exerted 
in behalf of Christianity 102 her own land by this 
distinguished laay. Fora woman of high rank to 
confess Christin any mission field is truly remarka- 
bie, and cails for devout thanxiulness. 

‘ihe party of missionaries will be enter. 
tained among Presbyterian familles of the 
two charches interested. Mrs. Rebecca Sire 
has requested the privilege of entertaining 
the’Corean Ambassador and his wife. There 
will, of course, be much curiosity to see this 
distinguished couple. In Waslington they 
are highly esteemed, and the lady will be 
greatly missed. ‘

CHICAGO'S TRAGEDY 
Bloody Conflict on the Garfield Park 
Race Track. 


POLICE OFFICERS AND A TURFMAN USE 
THEIR PISTOLS. 


—— 


The Fatal Shooting Brought on by @ Raid 
on the Park—A Deadly Hand-to-Hand 
Encounter—Municipal Scandal Brought 
to Light—Politics Involved in the 
Charges. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 7.—Two dead men, one 
of them a millionaire, athird man mortally 
wounded and an open question as to whether 
Chicago’s Mayor orits Chief of Police is a 
willful perjurer are results of yesterday’s at- 
tempt to ciose the Garfleld Park race track. 
The dead men are; 

James M. Brown of Fort Worth, Tex., 4 
prominent Western turf man, shot through 
the right breast and lower’ portion of the 


face. 
John Powell, police officer, shot through 


the mouth. 

The other man is Henry McDowell, police 
officer, shot in the abdomen, Both officers 
fell before brown’s revolver, one being in- 
stantly killed and the other dying before he 
could be removed frnm the grounds. lt was 
shortly after 3 o’clock when the police, com- 
manded by Inspector Lewis, appeared at the 
gates to make the third raid upon the park, 
in obedience to warrants taken out by 
Thomas Winsor. There wads no delay in gain- 
ing admittance, and seven wagonloads of 
offiters rolled rapidly down the track to the 


grandstand. 

‘As the officers approached Jy M. Brown, the 
wealthy turf man, owner of Bobby Beach, G. 
W. Johnson, the sensational 2-year old, and 
other first-class horses, was standing upon 
the roof of one of the stabies watching the 
police pursue the people. With him was 
Bob Rice, another well-known racing man. 
Brown had repeatedly said during the 
former raids on the park that he would allow 
no mantoarrest him aslong ashe had not 
violated the law; and if a policeman at- 
tempted it, he would killor be ktlled before 
he was dragged to a police station. Powel 
and McDowell approached the shed, and the 
former hailed Brown pleasantly, asking him 
to come down. 

**What for,’’ said Brown. 

‘*So that I can arrest you,’’ replied Powell. 

‘‘T’ll not come down, andl’ll not be ar- 
rested,’’ said Brown, curtly, atthe same time 
tossing a few pebbies from the stable’s gravel 
roof upon Powell’s head. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

The officer then ran aroundtotherear of 
the barn, and, placinga board against the 
wall, quickly clambered up to the roof and 
advanced toward Brown. Officer McDowell 
had by this time passed on and Brownsprang 
to the ground and walkedrapidly toward 
a gate opening from the grounds upon 
Fortieth street. Powell followed closely 
after him and Brown began to run, paying no 
attention to the repeateicalls of Powell that 
unless he halted he would be fired upon. As 
no attention was paid, Powell drew his revol- 
ver and sent a DdDullet whizzing through thealir 
just over Brown’s head. That was enough, 
Brown instantly wheeled around, his revolver 
flashed in the sunlight, he fired and Powell 
fell forward on his face, dead. 

McDowell, hearing the shor, had run out of 
the gate, and seéing the form of his compan- 
ion lying prostrate in the dusty street and 
the form of Brown going rapidly up the 
street, he at once started In pursuit. lie was 
a strong, athletic fellow, and he gained upon 
Brown in a way that convinced the fugitive 
that if he continued in the open stréet it 
meant his capture ora fightfor his Hfe. He 
darted into a yard and around the sideof an 
unfinished house. McDowell wasa few sec- 
onds behind him, and, instead of follow- 
ing Brown, he turned around the house 
in the opposite’ direction, and the 
two men came face to face in 
a narrow passageway between the houseand 
a high voard fence. McDowell made no-et- 
fort to shoot Brown,but grasped him flercely 
by the throat, and with the muttered ejacu- 
lation, ‘‘l have got you now,’’ he bore his 
nran back against the fence,at the same time 
trying to hold Brown’s arms so he could not 
raise the revolver, which he still held in his 
hand. Brown struggled desperately, but he 
was inthe hands of a man who was more 
than his match, and he could not break 
away. He then endeavored to raise his re- 
voiver, but the strength of McDowell frus- 
trated his efforts. He then pushed tie weap- 
on against the body of the officer and fired. 
With a cry of pain McDowell fell back, clasp- 
ing his hands over his abdomen, through 
which Brown’s bullet had bored a ghasily 
hole. 

By this time a dozen officers were close at 
hand,and as Brown paid no attention to 
their demands to surrender several of them 
opened fire upon him. McDowell, who had 
been writhing upon the ground, managed 
somehow toraise himself upon one elbow, 
and with the determination toeven up mat- 
ters with the man who had shot him, opened 
tire with his revolver. Brown could 
not escape. He was. surrounded on all 
sides, and before he could raise his revolver 
to protect himse!fa bullet crashed through 
his right lung and another tore away the jaw 
and lowér partof the face. This last ball 
had struck him inalmost exactly the same 
spot as he had shot Powell. He felitothe 
ground, and turned half over ina weak at- 
tempt to raise again, but he had not the 
strength, and as the officers came running 
down the narrow passage way hetried once 
more to rise, but was only a 
convulsive movement of the limbs. 
and an instant later he was dead. 

AN EYE WITNESS. 

Capt. R. R. Ride, Sheriff of Lincoln County, 
Ark., and owner of several horses at Garfield 
“ark, was Within a few feet of the men whea 
the shots were exchanged that cost two men 
theirlives. He was placed under arrest by 
Officer Wm. O’Donnelland taken tothe Des. 
plaines Street Station. At the station he was 
taken to Capt. Mahoney’s private office and in 
the presence of the Captainand Inspector 
Lewis made the following statement, which 
was taken down in writing: 

‘*‘I was outinthe southwest corner of the 
Garfield Park Race Track Where they un 
load the horses. lsawa number of boys and 
men of the stables. Among them was J. M. 
Brown. 1 sawa police officer get upon the 
shed, When he climbed up Brown told him 
not tocometo him. Just as the officer got 
up Brown drew his revolver, a large sized 
44-caliber. Whenhe crew this the police of- 
ficer told Brown toput his pistolup. The 
crowd started to run and the policeman blew 
his whistle. Inasecond another officer got 
up and blew his whistle. A third 
officer got up, and the crowd was 
ahead of Brown. I said: ‘Don’t you see all 
Of those people ahead of you?’ Brown 
jumped down and ran through the gate, 
The officer ran after him and a lot of officers 
came, Brown fired the first shot, Ithink. [I 
said: ‘Brown, don’t shoot,’ and Brown ran 
around the fence outside of thetrack. The 
Officer went to the right. I heard more 
shooting and saw the officer fall. Then 
Brown put his pistol to the officer’s head and 
firedagain. Brown shot at this officer first. 
I was about fifteen feet from Brown and 
forty feet irom the officer that Brown shot. 
I did not see the other officer shoot. ’’ 

The triple tragedy is the climax of the sen- 
sational troubles between the Police Depart- 
ment of this city and the officials of the Gar- 
field Park Racing Association.

n number sufficient tocart away fifty law- 
breakers. The race course officials seemed 
to forget their experiences of Monday and 
last week, and attempted to proceed 
with the programme, when the police 
broke in upon the course and went about the 
wholesale arresting, which had already 
landed somany jockeys and judges behind 
the bars. But the tension was too great. 
The suppressed volcano of resent- 
ment exploded, and a 
moment the scores lice 
were inthe midstof a riotous mob or dis- 
xruntied racemen. Weapons were drawn by 
both sides and in a few minutes Officer 
Powell was dead, and Officer McDowell was 
fatally wounded, while their slayer, 
J. .M, Brown, lay dead near near by, 
the victim of McDowell’s return fire. 

Brown was a well-known horseman, report- 
ed to he worth a half million dollars. 
He resided at Fort Worth, Tex., and was the 
owner of Red Banner, G. W. Johnson, the 
crack Western 2-year-old, Bobby 
Beach and other cracks. Brown 
attended the St. Louls Jockey Club spring 
meetings frequently. This season, however, 
he did not take part inthe St. Louis races, 
but took his string from Latoniato Chicago, 
where he has since been running his horses. 

The Garfield Park race course has been run- 
ning with wide-open gates for some time to 
evade the law, which requires a license for 
places of public amusement conducted for 
gain. Mayor Washburne refused to issue a 
license, Dut would not order an arrest 
aithough it was held that the race track 
owners profited indirectly despite the free 
admission. ‘West Side citizens whose names 
have not been announced took the initiative 
when the Mayor refused to act and 
swore out warrants last Friday. 
Two hundred police arrested thirty-three 
judges, jockeys, Pinkerton private officérs 
and stablemen. On Saturday patrol wagons, 
laden with police, blocked the course, and 
Inspector Lewis would not let the man- 
agers .- start races. The managers 
got a Justice to issue a warrant for 
malicious conspiracy but Inspector Lewis 
would not submittoarrest. ‘the managers 
tried to run races Monday, but were again 
raided and wholesale arrests made. The 
trials of the arrested attaches of last Friday 
and Monday came up yesterday and the 
already mentioned sensational developments 
resulted, followed by the tragedy. 

e OFFICER M’DOWELL RECOVERING. 

The chances this afternoon unexpectedly 
seemed to favorthe recovery of Policeman 
Henry McDowell, who was supposed to have 
been fatally wounded. Notwithstanding an 
ugly bullet bole in the abdomen, McDowell 
has steadily improved since reaching the 
County Hospital. A lHghtning record was 
made vy his brother officers in taking him 
there, the patrol wagon covering the long 
distance with such speed thatin elght min- 
utes after being shot McDowell was under 
the care of the hospital stalff. 

The dead body of the noted Texan who so 
dangerously wounded McDowell and killed 
another policeman, was an object of curiosity 
to hundreds of people to-day at the Morgue, 
where the corpse was detained pending an 
inquest. 

Chief of Police McUClaughey, who under 
oath las flatly contradicted his superior, 
Mayor Washburne, reiterated to-day an 
intention not to resign, and declared em- 
phatically that racing at Garfield Park this 
atternoon would not be permittea. 

The Garfield race track is almost deserted 
to-day and stable owners have begun to take 
their borses away. Secretary Swigert of the 
Garfield Chib said this afternoon that no 
further attempts would be made this week to 
run races. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


Forty Years’ Sentence for Selling French 
Official Documents. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—A decision has been reached 
inthecase of M. Grenier, the clerk in the 
Navy Department here, who was arrested in 
June laston the charge of conveying secret 
official documents relative to the French de- 
fenses to Capt, Henry D. Borup of the Ord- 
nance Department of the United States Army, 
who was atthe time acting as the military 
attache of the American legation in this city. 
The sentence pronounced by the court to-day 
on Grenier was that he spend twenty years in 
penal servitude, this punishment to be fol- 
lowed by twenty years’ banishment from 
France.

7.—John 
Greenleaf Whittier dled at 4:30 o’clock this 
morning. He had been lying critically {ll at 
the home of Miss Grove at this place, and his 
condition was such that grave apprehensions 
were entertained of his recovery. Mr, Whit- 
tier spent the last seven weeks in this town,

John Greenleaf Whittier. 
which he found himself. He had béen free 
from all labors and received but few callers, 
that he might derive all the benefit possible 
during his stay. 

His last extensive literary effort was the 
poem for the Allanticto Dr. Holmes, and the 
last verse he wrote was for the Journal, pub- 
lished on the birthday of Dr. Holmes last 
week. Hecomplained on Wednesday last of 
internal disturbance. Medical assistance 
was immediate:y called, but no apprehene 
sions were felt. Last Saturday morning, 
about 6 o’clock, an alarming change was 
manifest in his condition, and there was no 
changefor the better till theend came. He 
passed away peacefully. His nearest rela- 
tivesand Dr. Douglass were at his bedside 
when death came and he seemed conscious 
of his surroundings at the last moment. The 
funeral will take place at Amesbury, Mass., 
at 2:30 p.m. Saturday next. According to 
Quaker custom the services will be quite 
simple, and no sermon will be preached. He 
was S4 years of age. 

LIFE OF JOHN G. WIITTIER. 

When Longfellow died John G. Whittier 
was left the most popular etin America, 
and the one most loved by all classes of read- 
ers. The simple, religious character of the 
man showed through ail his verse. His 
themes were chosen from scenes common to 
all, and his language was never obscure. He 
has been compared by critics to Cowper, fm 
the religious tendency of his writing, but his 
poetry lacks the gloom of the English poet, 


and his wings were not singed by the exhala- 
tions from the bottomless pit. 


He reconciled, as best he could, 
Old faith and fancies new, 

And his authority was always so tempered 
by playful humor and an air of friendly com- 
panionship with his readers that his poetry 
was never rorbidding. 

He was born of Quaker ancestry in Haver- 
hill, Mass., Dec. 17, 1807. He worked ona 
farm, wenttoschool in the winter months 
and learned shoemaking. When he was 
20 years old, he paid for six months schooling 
with the money he had earned at the cob- 
bler’s bench, .and then, according to the 
simple notions of those days, he wag 
himself sufficiently learned teach, 
When 19 years old he had begun 
to write poetry, the poetic instinct In him 
having been awakened by a copy of Burns’ 
poems which fell into his hands when lie was 
l4 years old. His first poems were contrib- 
uted to the Free Press in Newburyport, Conn., 
which was edited by W. L. Garrison, the 
Abolitionist. This association had much to 
do with ohapme rhe life of the poet. Fkorthe 
next few years 
and managed several littl New England 
papers, atthe same time carrying on the 
family farm which had fallen into his hands 
at the death of his father. Whenhe was 29 
years old, he became Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Anti-Slavery Society, and then moved to 
Philadelphia, where he got charge of the 
Pennsylvania Freeman. In this he wrote 
against slavery with such courage thatthe 
office was sacked and burned. After that he 
removed to Amesbury, alittie town near hig 
birth- place, and there he lived for most of 
the rest of his life, not rich, but in possges- 
sion of an income which made him indepen- 
dent. From 1849 to 1859 he wrote editorial 
articies for the National Era, the Washington 
paper in which *‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ was 

rst published. Thecivil war grieved him, 
In his ‘‘Word for the our,’’ writ- 
ten in 1861, he showed that he 
would have jtiked toavert it. While it lasted 
he wrote ve little about it, and nothing 
passionate, hen it was over he was con- 
cillatory. 

Whittier’s first book was ‘'Legends of New 
Engiand,’’ in prose and verse, which he 
published in 1881. His best known poems 
since have been ‘‘Floyd Ireson,’’ which has 
a flavor of Walter Scott’s ballads, ‘‘Songs of 
My Home,’’ ‘*Snow Bound,’’ ‘‘Centennil 
Hiymn,’’ written in 1876, *‘\iaud Mulier,’’ 
‘Voices of Freedom’’ and ‘‘In War Time.’’ 
Some forty different volumes of his works 
have been written. . 

Whittier’s sister, Elizabeth Mussey, died in 
1869, at the age of 50. She wasa writer of 

raceful poems of Nberty, and the poet pub- 
ished after the war all her writings in a co 
lection which he called ‘*Hazel Blossoms,’’

AFTER SHOOTING HIS WIFE AND SISTER- 
JN-LAW HE KILLS HIMSELF. 


He Went to the House Bent on a Massa- 
cre—He First Tried to Kill His Baby 
and Then Shot His wife—The Widow 
Tells Her Story of the Dreadful 
Tragedy: 


William Lewis, a painter, 28 years old,after 
shooting his wife, Mrs.Nellie Lewis, attempt- 
ing to murder his 5-months-old baby and 
shooting his sister-in-law, Miss Mary Mce 
Guigan at theirhome, No. 928 Tyler street, 
yesterday afternoon, put the pistol to his 
own head and biew out his brains. 

The story is a sad dramatic tragedy of a 
young married couple caused by drink. On 
Jan. 7, 1891, William Lewis was married to 
Miss Nellie McGuigan and the couple lived 
happily together for atime at No. 2727 Wal- 
nut street. During the first few months of 
their married life he was sober and 
worked steadily at his trade. His fond- 
ness for drink and evil associations soon 
wrought a changein this, however, and be- 
fore their first child was born, about five 
months ago, he was drinking to excess, 
squandering both his own and her money, 
and rapidly approaching the inevitable end 
ofa life of dissipation. His wife and hertwo 
sisters, Miss Maggie and Miss Mary McGul- 
gan, remonstrated with him and endeavored 
to lure him from his evil ways, but all to no 
purpose. A separation by mutual agreement 
was agreed upon, and Mrs. Lewis went to 
live with her sisters at the house where the 
tragedy of yesterday was enacted, After the 
separation Lewis went from d to worse, 
his troubles preyed upon his ind, and in 
one of his states of frenzy he notified his wite 
that unless she returned to him he would 
take his own life. About two weeks ago he 
mace an unsuccessfu! attempt to poison him- : Ho 
self, and his wife hearing of it concluded that 
she had better get a divorce and separate 
herself from him for all time. Proceedings 
were accordingly instituted, and Saturday 
last he was served with the papers. 

This seems to have been the last straw and 
all resolutions of relorm were thrown tothe 
winds. Monday he was seen loitering in the

MISSOURI GEOLOGY. 


Prot. Winslow's Report for the Month of 
August. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 7.—State Geol- 
Oogist Winslow has submitted the following 
report for the month of August: 


Gov. David R. Francis, President Board of Man- 
agers, Bureau of Geology and Mines: 


Sirn—I have the honor to submit herewith a state- 
mentofthe operations of the Geological Survey dur- 
ing the past month of August. In the field, inspec- 
tions of iron ore deposits have been made in Pu- 
laski, Phelps, Dent, Crawford, Iron and Madison 
Counties; the clays of the northern and central por- 
tions of the State have received much atten- 
tion and final to mineral resorts 
in Johnson. Henry, Vernon and La- 
clede Counties have been made. About 
forty square miles have been covered by detailed 
mapping. Most of the work of the past month, how. 
ever, has been in the office and iaboratory. The 
first draft of the report on the iron ores is now com- 
pleted and its revision and preparation for the 
printer is in active progress, Much advance has 
also been made in the preparation of other reports. 
‘The field work for the detailed mapping in Jasper 
and Newton Counties was finished last month, and 
the plotting of this work is now well advanced in 
the office. In the laboratory the chemical work, in 
connection with the study of the zinc and lead ores, 
has been continued.
